We sometimes had to feel our way in 
-Paris. We had, however, become very 
much accustomed to the speechless man- 
ner of life. “This time it was an omnibus, 
and s pléasant afternoon, when everybody, 
like ourselves, wanted to get away from 
the crowded streets to the boundless con- 
tiguity of shade in the famous Wood of 
Boulogne: ‘The’bus system of Paris in- 
cludes stations, with waiting rooms, at 
~which the stages stop to pick up passen- 
gers. We repaired to the nearest one, 
where we found a large number of people 
waiting for the different lines. As soon as 
a’bus came, going our way, we started up 
the laddér that leads to the seats on top, 
~when the cenductor interposed a physical 
<ebjection’ in’ the ‘shape of his muscular 
arm. A moment of closé obgervation dis- 
closed the fact that tickets bearing plain 
numbers wére necessary to secure seats. 
We got them on application at the office, 
and both read “36”’—figures that were 
rather mysterious to us. Whendhe next 
"bus came we tried its ladder, and were 
quietly but effectually driven back again 
tte the curbstone. Putting on our keenest 
‘spectacles, the truth soon dawned on our 
‘bewildered but undismayed minds: ’bus 
“32” was picking up passengers, as the 
fourth succeeding one would us if we pos- 
sessed our souls in patience, which we did, 
and were safely carried away to 
THE BOIS DE BOULOGNE. 


The Park was not a success—that is, the 
Bois of my anticipations was finer than the 
one that lays just outside the Parisian bat- 
tle line. It is too flat and sandy, and there 
are too many field pines,—our familiar 
pitchy friends redidivus for all the world,— 
to be the enchanted ground I had dreamed 
it would be. The drives are fine, well 
shaded and almost unending; and the wa- 
ter is admirably managed, considering the 
natural flatness of surface. Below one of 
the beautiful lakes it gushes through po- 
rous rocks with a charming effect. We 
wandered in the shady mazes, watching the 
earriages as they rolled by, freighted with 
Yovliness from every clime, until we sud- 
‘denly discovered that all sense of direc- 
‘tions had gone from us. Ittook us anhour 
to find a “clearing” and an intelligible road 
out of the piney woods. 

The Park was not on dress parade, I ad- 
mit ; and yet the war-damage is not exten- 
sive or serious. A belt of trees was cut 
down along the fortifications that bound 
the Park on one side; but the shade is 
hardly missed in a pleasure ground of two 
thousand acres. Transplanting: had al- 
ready commenced; and when they moved a 
tree of considerable size,a temporary by- 
drant was put in to slowly drain on its dis- 
rupted roots. 

he evening was cool and we concluded 
4o walk back to the Tuileries. Such a walk 
‘includes very much of the most brilliant 
parts of Paris. As we pass through the 
‘well-battered Porte Dauphine we come to 
the avenue de l’Imperatrice,—a magnificent 
: street, about three hundred feet wide, and 
‘lined with elegant residences. It contain- 
ed, before the war, eight thousand trees, 
but the last one of them disappeared dur- 
ing the late unpleasantness, and naught re- 
mains of its rustic glory except the green 
lawns. This street converges with eleven 
others at the 
ABC D’ETOILE, 


an immense erection begun by Napoleon 
after his-victorious Austerlitz cam f to 
commemorate his victories, and finished b 
Louis Phillippe at an expense of ten mil- 
lions of frances. It crowns a considerable 
eminence ; itis itself one hundted and fifty | 
feet high, by one hundred and forty feet 
wide and seventy deep ; the city lies on a 
plain; and the gigantic Arch seems to 
dominate the whole of it. A view from an 
elevation necessarily includes the bold out- 
lines of this stupendous and splendid mili- 
tary memorial. Many shells and ball 
struck it, most of which were probably 
sorry they come, for they could not materi- 
ally affect the massive blocks of which it is 
built; and luckily the achievements of 
French chisels, which beautify its lofty 
fronts, were not seriously mutilated. 

The avenue des Champs Elysees, over a 
mile long, leads from the great Arch to the 
place de la Concorde ; but the magnificent 
portion of the pleasure-street that we have 
all heard so much about, adjoins the latter 
square, lying between it and Rond Pont. 
To convey any idea of this characteristic 
Parisian resort is indeed difficult. It is 
seven hundred yards wide at the western 
end and about three hundred yards at the 
place de la Concorde. Through the cen- 
ter of it rums the grand avenue that we 
have followed from the Arch of Triumph, 
and over which roll the costly equipages 
ef the fashionable world, The Champs 


workmen were giving the parting clips for 
the day with their anise to the rounded 
orange trees. Brain and feet were tired ; 
and we gladly left the glitter of wealth and 
luxury, before the lamps of the night dis- 
closed the entrances to a surrounding world 
of wicked pleasures and uiprofitable 
sipation. a 

Ce pe if you please, as between the 
acts of a play, an interregnum of a night, 
and let us keep on to the rising sun, 
by streets parallel, or nearly parallel to the 
river, until we reach the P of the Bas- 
tile. It isa long road, and perhaps we had 
better pick out a shaded seat on the stone 
steps at the foot of the Column of July, for 
in ae rest and observation. The column 
that shades us commemorates the destruc- 
tion of the famous dungeon, and yet the un- 
discriminating destructionists decreed its 
overthrow, and piled barrels of petroleum 
all about it to accomplish their intentions. 
The metal obstinately refused to burn, and 
except a few holes made by the compli- 
ments of cannon and rifle, the column was 
uninjured. From our seat we counted the 
ruined buildings in sight; watched the 
people as they crossed the great paved 

uare ; crossed over to a. cafe on business 
of a strictly personal nature, and then re- 
sumed our journey. 

We have come, as it were, from the West 

End of Paris, where all is glitter and gaie- 
ty ; we now look on the darker side of Pa- 
risian life, for even Paris is dark and pov- 
erty-stricken and repulsive in some of its 
parts. The Faubourg St. Antoine, which 
is the principal lair of those tigers who pe- 
riodically roam through the palaces and 
fair places of the city, leads directly out 
from the Place de la Bastile. Our route 
took us into a parallel and equally hideous 
street, and although we had a couple of 
miles before us we preferred to inspect it 
a-foot. I could never see much difference 
in the appearance of streets crowded with 
poverty’s children; yet the contrast be- 
tween the Champs Elysees and its extreme 
easterly continuations is a trifle deeper, I 
think, than any other city presents. The 
most brutal faces—all tenderness and hu- 
manity utterly crushed out by crime and 
strong drink—are here seen as frequently 
as they are in the slums of London. The 
women of dishevelled hair and cursing 
tongue, the swarms of dirty emaciated lit- 
tle ones—the saddest of all sad sights— 
are here too. Hopeless poverty, sin and 
despair, bring the human face and form of 
all races to one common, degraded, sensu- 
al expression, or want of expression. 
At little tables in the open doors, men in 
blouses were drinking the cheap wine of 
the country and eating the common black 
bread. Miserable little slop shops and rot- 
roa fruit stands—the refuse of the other 
Paris—abound ; and here let me speak of 
the curious fuel shops that are seen in the 
better parts of the city as well. They are 
dark, small and untidy. A man sits at a 
block in the center, splitting wood into 
small sticks about six or eight inches long, 
which he ties into bundles that you can 
reach around with both hands. Packages 
of twigs are put up in the same manner. 
For kindling they use ship-yard chips cov- 
ered with somo inflammable substance. 
And then there is a small pile of charcoal, 
which is dealt out to customers as they 
come in with their pails. I have read and 
heard about the surprising amount of cook- 
ing that they do with a handful of fuel, but 
I dare not repeat such stories of economy 
for fear I might weaken all faith in subse- 
quent statements. 


THE GEMETERY Oy Prax LA CHATSE, 


whither 'we are journeying, is heralded by 
numerous shops that deal in crosses, 
wreaths of immortelle and other cheap ar- 
ticles of mourning. At the gate we de- 
clined the proffered services of a guide, pre- 
ferring to stumble together rather than en- 
dure his ¢easeless chatter. The cemetery 
covers seventy acres, and we cannot, there- 
fore, wander long without a reckoning 
among Gallic ghosts. We are in the rich- 
est and finest burial-place that the land 
knows ; and yet if we have not first dis- 
missed all recollections of the beautiful 
cemeteries in our own great cities, if we 
have not traveled long enough to expect 
that preconceived notions of magnificence 
are sure precursors of disappointment, we 
will rp find little to. praise in the 
sepulchral paradise of the Parisians. _ It is, 
in nearly all respects, different than our 
burial-places—sadly different than ‘such 
well-kept grounds as Greenwood or Mount 
Auburn. | The: flowers, and lawns, ‘and 
winding paths, and: little lakes, and ‘deep 
shade, make the latter so park-like and 
inviting—ften ily, that is—are’ in’ Pere 


streets at exact angles, built up ‘almost as 
compactly; #8 those outside the gates.’ Itis 
in very tréth a City of the Dead, and the 
tenements are all visible. -Instead of mon- 
uments the people of Paris build little 
houses, say five feet wide, eight deep, and 
about ten or twelve high, of the soft, crea- 
my, crumbling native stone,—build them 
so close to each other that a man can 
scarcely squeeze between them. . ‘Phey are 
but little houses, with the gables to the 
street.. The inscriptions on the outside are 
very simple—for example, “Family Thiers;” 
the interior, as disclosed through the gra- 
ted door, is a little room that contains an 
altar literally loaded down with vases, can- 
dies, statuettes, crosses, wreaths, and fre- 
quently pictures of the loved ones who 
quietly sleep beneath the tributes of affec- 
tion. The graves of the poor, at one side, 
have no shelters from the sun and rain, and 
the cheap trinkets that are plentifully sus- 
pended over them are not a pleasant sight. 

Although the cemetery is full of the em- 
inent dead, there are very few monuments 
or costly erections, other than the little 


houses I have described. Here are most of

see the top of the huge Opera House which 
has alr cost forty millions francs, and 
is still unfinished ; we see the gigaritic Pan- 
theon—a church that is principally famous 
as the burial place of Voltaire and Rosseau; 
we see the costly Arch of Triumph that 
commemorates a series of bloody and abor- 
tive victories ; and we see the gilded dome 
of the gorgeous tomb that covers the Man 
of Ambition in the hotel des Invalides. 
These are the most prominent objects from 
the bill - ee slopes N ey, ge — 
companions quietly sleep, and in them he who 
runs can read not a little of Parisian charac- 
ter and aspiration. 

The Communists converted the cemetery 
into an entrenched camp, using the chapel as 
headquarters, and g heavy guns on the 
heights all about it—guns that literally hurled 
to the foe grim messages from the tombs. 
The tomb of the Duc de Morny was used for 
storing ammunition, and so were many 
others, The cemetery was the last strong- 
hold of the Commune, and General Venoy 
gained possession of the sacred ground only 
after a hard fight. We could scarcely dis- 
cover a sign of those days as we strolled 
through itsconstrucied streets. 


IN THE EVENING, 


as we were coming down from my friend’s 
hotel, through the crowded boulevard Mont- 
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martre, we came up toa large and excited | sr 


crowd abouta cafe. In the partial light and 
with no interpreter at hand we could not 
quite make out the nature of the trouble in 
the faces of the surging people. From an 
Englishman, however, on the outskirts of 
the angry but quiet cluster, we soon learned 
that they had detected a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing—a German officer who, in citi- 
zen’s clothes, had stolen in to enjoy some 
of the forbidden luxuries. The people 
could not afford to injure him; they 
simply surrounded the unfortunate Teu- 
ton—possibly they hustled him a trifle. 
Pretty soon a gen d’armes came to his re- 
lief, and removed the adventurous pleasure- 
seeker into stiller waters. Although the 
Germans held the suburban places about 
Paris at the time of my visit, yet none of 
them were permitted to enter the city. 
After this interesting breeze was over we 
proceeded down the rue Royale to the cirque 
des Champs Elysees. If I had said we 
went down the street to the circus, it would

‘What a hold 
the knights of the sawdust have upon the 
popular heart! Their tricks and feats have 
not essentially changed since Rome ruled 
the world from her seven hills, and yet 
there is no diminution of interest in the 
“sports of the arena.” I forgot to mention 
the English clown, and how ludicrously 
and surprisingly his jokes come in occa- 
sionally. 

The house is admirably constructed : its 
red velvet seats sweeping in rising circles 
from the edge of the ring, and bringing 
every one of the audience in plain view 
from all points. The ladies formed a fair 
part of theaudience. Don’t misunderstand 
me—I mean they were there in considerble 
numbers. You cannot prove by me that 
Frenchwomen are beautiful. As a rule, 
they are fat—hold, let me find a politer 
word—stout, malicious-featured, and com- 
prehensively homely. While they may ex- 
cel their American sisters in physical vigor, 
in clearness of complexion and general 
beauty, the latter can beat them and all the 
rest of the world thrown in.
